Carl  Bacon,  BYU  special  projects  development 
administrator,  said  Friday  that  plans  for  stadium 
expansion  have  not  been  abandoned  and  work  is 
under  way  on  less  expensive  alternative  plans 
than  those  formerly  considered. 

“  We  are  confident  one  of  these  alternatives  will 
be  implemented  and  it  will  be  paid  for  with  funds 
already  contributed  or  pledged,”  Bacon  said. 
Contributors  will  receive  all  the  benefits  outlined 
in  the  first  approach,  he  said. 

“Consequently,  we  think  the  seats  the  public 
hoped  to  receive  as  a  result  of  their  original 
pledges  will  still  be  available,”  he  said.  “That 
plan  has  not  changed.” 

Seats  for  those  who  did  not  donate  money  will 
be  available  in  the  stadium’s  primary  and  expan¬ 
sion  structures,  he  said. 

“Expansion  possibilities  include  end  zone  and 


additional  seats  being  made  available  by  lower¬ 
ing  the  field,”  Bacon  said. 

“Regardless  of  the  particular  method  we  use  to 
add  seats,  it’s  important  for  everyone  to  remem¬ 
ber  that  no  expansion  will  take  place  without 
public  financial  support,”  he  said.  “In  other 
words,  it’s  important  that  all  of  our  donors  and 
others  continue  to  work  with  us  in  this  project.” 

Many  donors  are  confident  that  the  expansion 
will  go  ahead  and  have  committed  to  continue 
their  support,  Bacon  said.  “We  think  the  end 
result  will  be  a  very  pleased  group  of  alumni, 
friends  and  students.” 

“A  bowl  is  not  the  most  desirable,”  he  said. 
“It’s  more  of  a  rectangular  shape  than  it  would  be 
a  bowl.  You’ll  see  that  end  zone  seats  are  not  bad 
when  they’re  brought  in  close  to  the  field.” 

“We  feel  the  seating  capacity  will  measure  up 
to  our  expectations,”  he  said.  Increased  seating 
capacity  will  facilitate  bringing  major  teams  here 
in  the  future  because  it  will  be  possible  to  accom¬ 
modate  more  people,  Bacon  said. 


“That  was  one  of  the  objectives.” 

Based  on  current  economic  trends,  project  ad¬ 
ministrators  feel  the  construction  methods 
presently  being  examined  will  be  less  expensive 
and,  therefore,  more  acceptable,  he  said.  Many 
various  plans  are  being  considered. 

“The  cost  is  the  key  factor,”  he  said.  The  cost 
of  steel,  which  is  the  basic  material  used  in  the 
existing  structure,  increased  by  as  much  as  50 
percent  over  originally  anticipated  prices. 

“Building  from  the  ground  up  appears  to  be 
the  most  economical, ,r  Bacon  said.  “We  may 
sacrifice  in  terms  of  quality  of  seats,  but  we  are 
now  in  a  position,  because  of  our  fund-raising  ex¬ 
perience,  to  offer  our  donors  excellent  seating  in 
the  plaza  and  field  levels  where  they  have  already 
indicated  they  want  to  sit.” 

“We  think  the  people  are  going  to  stick  with  us 
to  get  the  stadium  expanded,”  Bacon  said. 
“Donors  have  called  to  ask  ‘What  can  we  do  to

The  serious,  hard-working  can¬ 
didates  are  easy  to  distinguish, 
Duke  said.  They  are  the  ones  who 
have  a  “positive  and  realistic  vision 
of  what  ASBYU  can  accomplish.” 

In  the  current  campaigns,  that 
realistic  vision  includes  such  issues 
in  the  platforms  as  publishing 
ASBYU -produced  literature  on  ac¬ 
tivities  and  concerns  pertinent  to  a 
particular  office;  giving  student  in¬ 
put  to  the  administration  on  issues 
such  as  parking,  grade  inflation  and 
general  education  programs; 
creating  a  student  senate;  and  in¬ 
creasing  the  number  of  free  phones 
on  campus. 

Much  of  the  change  candidates 
are  proposing  is  already  in  process, 
Duke  said.  ASBYU  officers  are  in¬ 
volved  in  university  committees 
who  are  responsible  for  the  parking 
regulations. 

Officers  are  also  working  to  help 
students  resolve  tenant/landlord 
conflicts  through  activity  on  the 
Utah  Intercollegiate  Assembly  and 
the  Utah  Council  of  Student  Body 
Presidents,  he  said. 

Emotional  appeal 

When  voting  for  the  officers  who 
will  represent  them  to  the  ad¬ 
ministration,  guke  urges  students 
to  beware  of  what  the  candidates 
are  promising.

DAMASCUS,  Syria  (AP)  — 
Three  Pakistani  air  pirates 
threatened  an  “extremely  drastic 
measure”  against  more  than  100 
_  hostages  aboard  a  hijacked  jetliner 
Provo  at  Damascus  airport  Monday  if  im¬ 
prisoned  opposition  activists  were 
not  freed  in  Pakistan.  Three 
Americans  and  two  other  U.S.  resi¬ 
dents  were  among  the  hostages. 

In  its  eighth  day,  the  hijacking 
that  began  over  Pakistan  tied  in 
duration  the  1976  Entebbe  incident, 
believed  the  longest-ever. 

Rumors  of  a  possible  Syrian  com¬ 
mando  assault  to  rescue  the 
hostages  circulated  after  Pakistani 
President  Mohammed  Zia  ul-Haq 
was  said  to  have  phoned  Syrian 
President  Hafez  Assad  and  given 
him  a  free  hand  to  deal  with  the 
situation.  But  veteran  observers 
doubted  any  storming  of  the  plane 
would  take  place  while  other  options 
remained. 

Assad  vowed  to  take  “every  possi¬ 
ble  effort  to  safeguard  the  lives  of 
the  passengers,”  a  source  said. 

At  nightfall  Monday,  the  lights  of 
the  Boeing  720  were  switched  on,  in¬ 
cluding  a  blinking  red  beacon  on  top 
of  the  fuselage.  But  later  they  were 
switched  off,  and  observers  at  the 
terminal  building  were  unable  to  see 
anything  near  the  plane. 

The  heavily  armed  skyjackers  set 
no  deadline  for  the  threat  they  made 
of  “drastic”  action  after  flying  the 
Pakistan  International  Airways  jet 
from  Kabul,  Afghanistan,  to  the 
Syrian  capital  before  dawn.  The 
nature  of  the  “drastic”  measure  was 
not  specified,  but  the  hijackers 
previously  threatened  to  blow  up 
the  plane  or  shoot  more  captives. 
They  killed  one  Friday,  a  Pakistani 
diplomat. 

The  only  woman  still  aboard  was 
reported  hysterical. 

President  Zia  appealed  to  several 
heads  of  state,  including  U.S.  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  and  Soviet  President 
Leonid  Brezhnev,  to  intervene  to 
end  the  ordeal. 

Retired  Maj.  Gen.  Rahim  Khan, 
secretary  general  of  the  Pakistani 
defense  ministry,  said  in  Islamabad 
that  Pakistan  would  not  hesitate  to 
approve  a  Syrian  rescue  attempt  to 


free  the  hostages.  But  there  were  no 
visible  preparations  at  Damascus 
airport  to  indicate  such  an  attempt 
was  contemplated. 

The  hijackers  told  Syrian  govern¬ 
ment  negotiators  at  the  airport  con¬ 
trol  tower  that  they  were  armed 
with  two  time  bombs,  several  hand 
grenades,  pistols  and  submachine

Motorists, 
pedestrians 
create  risks 

Violations  by  both 
motorists  and 
pedestrians  are  creating 
a  hazard  on  North 
Campus  Drive,  ac¬ 
cording  to  BYU 
Security  Police  Chief 
Robert  Kelshaw. 

Kelshaw  said  in  order 
to  lessen  the  chance  for 
motorist/pedestrian 
dangers,  security  of¬ 
ficers  have  been  in¬ 
structed  to  watch  the 
area  more  carefully. 

“Due  to  the  number 
of  infractions  that  have 
been  witnessed  in  the 
past  few  weeks,  we  will 
be  aggressively  enforc¬ 
ing  any  violations,” 
said  Kelshaw.  He  ad¬ 
ded  that  a  motorist  in 
violation  could  be  fined 
$15,  and  a  pedestrian 
crossing  outside  a 
designated  crosswalk 
could  be  fined  $2. 

State  highway  and 
traffic  laws  forbid  a 
motorist  from  driving 
through  a  crosswalk  if  a 
pedestrian- is  in  the  half 
of  roadway  where  the 
vehicle  is  traveling,  ex¬ 
plained  Kelshaw.  It  is 
also  illegal  for  another 
vehicle  to  pass  a  car 
that  is  stopped  for  a 
motorist  in  a  crosswalk, 
he  said. 

The  law  also  states 
pedestrians  must  cross 
streets  within 
designated  crosswalks 
or  they  are  guilty  of  an 
infraction. 


Because  of  the  care  Utah’s  dairy 
cows  are  receiving,  milk  production 
in  the  Beehive  State  is  higher  than 
the  national  average. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture 
said  a  record  one  billion  pounds  of 
milk  was  produced  last  year  in 
Utah.  Even  though  there  were  a 
thousand  more  dairy  cows  in  the 
state  last  year,  according  to  a 
spokesman  for  the  department,  the 
main  reason  for  the  increase  in 
production  was  improved  output 
per  cow. 

Robert  W.  Gardner,  a  professor  of 
animal  science  at  BYU,  said  some 
major  reasons  for  the  increase  in 
milk  production  are  “our  selection 
in  the  breeding  program  has  im¬ 
proved  and  we  now  have  access  to 
artificial  insemination  from  the  best 
bulls  in  the  country.” 


“There  are  also  environmental 
factors,  such  as,  udder  diseases 
known  as  mastitis,”  Gardner  said. 
“There  are  two  kinds  of  mastitis: 
subclinical,  which  takes  special 
testing  to  find,  and  clinical  mastitis, 
which  is  obvious  to  see.  Suppression 
of  these  diseases,  along  with  good 
nutrition,  are  all  important  factors 
in  Utah’s  increased  milk  output.” 

Gardner  said  some  reasons  Utah 
attracts  dairymen  are  “the  good 
quality  of  alfalfa  grown  here,  Mor¬ 
mons  drink  more  milk  than  coffee 
and  we  have  a  lot  of  resources  here.” 
The  heaviest  concentration  of  dairy 
cows  in  Utah  is  in  Utah  and  Cache 
valleys. 

Gardner  predicts  a  stable  future 
for  Utah’s  dairymen,  but  said,  “En¬ 
croachment  from  the  city  moving 
out  into  the  country  will  cause  some 
dairies  to  close.

811  pints  of  blood  given 


Students  and  faculty  fell  just 
four  pints  short  of  putting  a 
record-breaking  deposit  into  the 
Red  Cross  blood  bank  last  week. 

Eight  hundred  and  eleven  pints 
of  blood  were  donated  during  an 
Army  ROTC -sponsored  blood 
drive  conducted  last  Tuesday 
through  Friday,  said  Ruth  Anne 
Skinner,  Blood  Services  Commit¬ 
tee  chairman. 

The  existing  record  is  815  units 
of  blood  collected  in  March  1979 
at  an  ROTC-sponsored  blood 
drive,  she  said. 

Approximately  984  persons  of¬ 
fered  to  contribute  blood,  Skinner 
said,  but  173  were  not  qualified  to 
donate. 


She  said  the  most  donations 
were  received  on  Friday  when  220 
persons  were  able  to  give  blood.

drive  committee  chairman. 

Skinner  said  the  Red  Cross

blood  from  BYU,”  and  the 
organization  was  very  happy  with 
the  811-pints  donation. 

“We  were  especially  pleased 
with  the  efforts  of  the  Army 
ROTC  in  sponsoring  and  helping 
with  the  blood  drive,”  she  said.

Freedom  of  press 
may  be  global  loss 
if  UNESCO  succeeds 


At  a  conference  in  Paris  in  mid-February,  UNESCO  represen¬ 
tatives  from  around  the  world  recommended  journalists  be  licensed 
by  the  governments  of  countries  in  which  they  worked.  Communist 
bloc  nations  and  third  world  dictatorships  easily  outvoted  free  world 
representatives  who  protested  that  the  resolution  to  license  jour¬ 
nalists  would  institutionalize  press  censorship. 

UNESCO’s  reasoning  is 
that  by  allowing  governments 
to  license  foreign  journalists, 
“fair  coverage”  could  be 
assured  under  the  threat  of 
revocation  of  media  creden¬ 
tials.  Thus,  there  would  be 
more  harmony  between 
governments  and  foreign  journalists,  furthering  the  cause  of  “world 
peace.” 

The  logic  is  not  new.  Indeed,  politicians  and  the  press  seem  to  be 
natural  enemies.  Often  at  BYU  we  find  a  similar  situation  between 
ASBYU  and  The  Daily  Universe.  This,  however,  is  as  it  should  be. 
For  when  those  in  power  and  the  media  who  watch  them  on  behalf  of 
their  audience  speak  with  the  same  voice,  one  has  reason  to  fear  that 
one  of  the  cornerstones  of  liberty  — a  free  press  —  has  crumbled. 

UNESCO’s  proposal  will  serve  to  legitimize  the  eviction  of  jour¬ 
nalists  from  countries  controlled  by  dictators  sensitive  to  criticism. 
Thus,  the  media  of  the  free  world  nations  would  be  forced  to  rely  on 
journalists  friendly  to  those  dictatorships  and  unable  to  get  direct 
information.  World  opinion  now  serves  as  a  check,  albeit  a  weak  one, 
to  prevent  this. 

Curbs  on  a  free  press  even  have  support  among  free  world 
spokesmen.  A  1977  proposal  by  UNESCO,  for  example,  was  suppor¬ 
ted  by  then  United  States  Ambassador  Andrew  Young  “because  the 
news  media  are  too  powerful.”  The  proposal  would  have  regulated 
what  could  be  broadcast  over  the  international  airwaves  via  satellite 
because  alien  or  radical  ideas  could  promote  unrest  abroad. 

Similar  remarks  have  been  insinuated  by  various  voices  around 
campus.  Some  would  like  to  make  The  Daily  Universe  an  official 
house  organ  of  BYU’s  administration  and  ASBYU-  Fortunately, 
louder  and  stronger  voices  have  prevailed.  When  Congress 
threatened  to  express  American  outrage  over  the  proposal  to  stifle 
the  press,  by  cutting  the  United  States’  contribution  to  the  United 
Nations,  it  was  quietly  set  aside.  The  vote  of  the  United  States 
carries  no  more  weight  than  the  vote  of  Malta  (population  347,000) 
in  a  UNESCO  conference.  But  when  the  United  States  threatens  to 
reduce  its  disproportionate  share  of  the  United  Nations  budget, 
even  third  world  dictatorships  take  notice. 

To  nip  the  current  threat  to  freedom  of  the  press  in  the  bud,  Con¬ 
gress  should  use  a  similar  method  with  UNESCO  and  the  United 
Nations.  This  would  not  be  “exercising  unrighteous  dominion,”  but 
simply  refusing  to  help  pay  for  a  club  to  be  used  against  this  nation’s 
ideals.
